Nurses Critici 


Salary Proposals

THE Irish .Nurses’. Organisation 
has made a statement discuss- 
ing at length the circular letters on 
the general conditions of nursing 
service, recently sent to each public 
assistance authority by Dr. Ward, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health, and comparing the 
recommendations of their Organisa- 
tion with those of Dr. Ward. 

“We are grateful,” the statement 
says, “to the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary for having recommended the 
same salary scales for the different 
categories of nurses in all counties, 
and we can affirm that the recom- 
mendations made by the Secretary 
are in part an acknowledgment of 
the justice of the claims we have 
so consistently made.” ‘The state- 
ment adds that, if implemented by 
the local authorities to which they 
are addressed, these circulars would 
gain an instalment of nurses’ 
rights, but the Organisation would 
be far from saying that they were 
a full and final satisfaction of their 
demands. 

Comparing the recommendations 
in detail, the statement says that 
Dr. Ward recommended a salary 
scale for staff nurses of not. less 
than £75 a year, increasing by £5 
annually to £90, with two further 
increments of £5 after intervals of 
three and four ‘years respectively, 
with an additional £5 per annum 
to nurses whose duties included 
midwifery, and an extra £10 to 
nurses engaged in T.B. and fever

PROPOSED SCALE 


The scale suggested by the 
Organisation was, in part, £100 a 
year for staff nursing, rising by £5 
increments to £140, plus emolu- 
ments valued at £90 a year; £130- 
£10-£180, with emoluments valued 
at £100, for a theatre sister; £150- 
£10-£200, with emoluments valued 
at £120, for a home sister; £180- 
£10-£230, plus emoluments valued 
at £150, for an assistant matron, 
and £200-£20-£300, with 
emoluments, for a matron. The 
organisation also recommended a 
service increment of £20 after ten 
years’ service in all cases. Emolu- 
ments were to cover board, resi- 
dence and laundry. 

Among the other representations 
of the Nurses’ Organisation, to 
which no reference was made in the 
circular letter, were: The appoint- 
ment. of a Nurse Administrator in 
the Department of Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health; a national 
nursing service; promotion within 
the ranks; compensation for 
accidents sustained while on duty; 
abolition of the practice of employ- 
ing untrained persons in institutions; 
registration and inspection of all 
nursing homes, and the need of 
st-graduate courses for public 


nursing. He had further recom- 
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opinion that, after the war, Eire 
should develop an export trade in 
industrial products to countries other 
than Great Britain.

New Petrol Can 
Aided Allied 


Advances 


How the production by Britain 
of a new type of petrol can be- 
came a vital factor in the Eighth 
Army’s advance across North Africa 
in 1942, and in the Allied break-out 
from the Normandy beach-head this 
year, was described by President 
Roosevelt in a report on Lend- 
Lease, which he submitted to the 
United States Congress. 

“In the early winter of 1942,” 
said the report, “the British Eighth 
Army had driven the Afrika 
Korps most of the way . across 
Libya, and one of the reasons for 
the failure to exploit this initial 
success was that the British ran out 
of petro]. The Axis supply system 
worked better. For one thing, the 
Germans had a very efficient five- 
gallon petrol can.

They 
were called jerricans. By October, 
1942, when the Eighth Army 
launched its offensive at El 
Alamein, it had enough jerricans to 
meet its needs.

Fewer Herrings 
Caught in Irish 


Fisheries 


More than 24 million cwts. of} 
herrings were landed from the Irish 
fisheries during the 21 years after 
1920, we to a report by Mr. 
G. P. Farran, B.A., Chief Inspector 
of Fisheries, which is printed in the 
current Journal of the Department 
of Agriculture. 

The peak years in almost all the 
fisheries were 1926 and 1927, when 
about 320,000 and 340,000 cwts. 
respectively were landed. Following 
these years almost all landings 
showed a sharp decline, Howth 
showing only 1,214 cwts. in 1940, 
compared with over 69,000 in 1926; 
Wicklow and Wexford 3,425 cwts. 
in 1940, compared with 61,875 in 
1926, and North Donegal 2,396 cwts. 
in 1940, compared with more than 
122,000 cwts. in 1927. 

In the peak year of 1927, of the 
330,000 cwts. of herrings landed, 
about 270,000 cwts. were exported 
as salt or kippered herrings, and 
about 50,000 cwts. were consumed 
at home. The peak year of home 
consumption was 1926, when about 
120,000 cwts. went into the home 
market, and since tha the 
amount has dropped a little from 
the 50,000 cwt.. mark, but never 
exceeded it in the period surveyed. 

The fisheries which show the 
steadiest recovery from the gradual 
falling off after 1927-28 are those 
on the south coast,

Dr. MacCormack has proved by 
his experiments that D.D.T. will kill 
lice as few other methods of 
disinfection can, and he advocates 
its use in theatres, cinemas, buses, 
and railway carriages, and as 
means to combat bed bugs. 

The insecticide D.D.T., a white 
crystalline substance, made from the 
chemicals chloral hydrate, mono- 
chlorobenzene and sulphuric acid, 
came into prominence during the 
recent Naples typhus epidemic, 
when, in the words of Dr. 
MacCormack, “it scored a spec- 
tacular success, snuffing out the 
epidemic like a candle.”
